ness. Jn proportion as wood IH poroiiH, 
within limits, of counte, it U moHt use- 
ful for the vast varieties of building 
purposes to which it IM applied, And so 
by making terra cotla porous we bring 
it more within the category of wood sub- 
stances, arid then properly name it 
' 'terra cotta lumber,'' 


It has similarities and itissiinilaritifM 


of tho utmost importance in contrast 
with wood and clay materials, and they 
seem to supplement each othor. Jn 
other words, terra cotta lumber occu- 
pies and intermediate position between 
brick-like substances and lumber. It Is, 
for instance, brittle and not fibrous, It 
lacks strength to resist the transverse 
strain which is possessed by wood, 
quantity for quality; but it presents 
greater 
resistance to 
sunorlmposod 


weight. 
Ft is fireproof, while wood is 


not, and It can be "dressed" by the 
plane and saw, which, generally speak- 
ing, clayey substances cannot be. In 
addition, it will receive and retain on 
its surface plastering or other surfacing 
without the application of lath. It must 
bo borne in mind that, being at once an 
earthly substance and of open or porous 
structure, it possesses all the qualities 
which appertain to those two character- 
istics in all substances; and it possesses 
tho advantage not belonging to sub- 
stances not having those both, 


As an artic-lo ofrommwo and uso It 


may bo produced easily, the clay being 
found at hand in almost any part of the 
country. 
Hence its cheapness; hence 


its universal utility, ('omparcd with 
othor commodities it may tie, called 
home-made, like those articles of uni- 
versal use produced in the farm houses 
everywhere. 
It may bo applied to 


domestic! purposes on a small scale or to 
tho largest public structures. 
Its uses, 


indeed, require no enumeration 
they 


suggest themselves readily to the mind. 
Thus Invention in tho useful arts Is 
steadily bringing Into utility the pro- 
ducts of nature, which otherwise would 
lie like worthless material on the sur- 
face of tho earth. If clay wore valuable 
only for brick, piping, etc., but a small 
fraction of tho clay would be utili/ed; 
but with this process a very large per- 
centage of it becomes Immediately use- 
ful. 
Jn this material, what New Jersey 


alone produces may be taken us an ex- 
ample. 


•The bolt of country underlaid by these 


clays extends entirely across the State, 
and, as described by Prof, l/'ook, the 
State Geologist, includes an area of 920 
square miles; while tho area within 
which those deposits have been worked 
up to tho present tlmo is only 68 square 
miles, tlto actual openings of the clay 
bods being only n fraction of this last 
nora, so that, notwithstanding the hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons thai aro an- 
nually produced, the industry Itself may 
still be regarded as in its infancy.— 
tfcientijio American.

Roger Kiordan contributes to the 


Marcn Century an Illustrated paper on 
"Tho 
Arohitoctnral League of Now 


York," which Is a .society of young 
Architects. 1'rom a description of ono 
of their meetings we glean tho follow- 
ing: 


In spite of lt,s ltd vantages of site and 


surroundings, New York is an tigl) cltv, 
Not ugly, merely, but nrohitvctttrally 
despicable. Jt is only in such weather 
as would make A wigwam or a ruined 
barn soom a, desirable shelter, that our 
flimsy buildings can command respect, 
" * 
"* 
* 
* 


Our architectural .short-oomings,how- 


ever unimportant they may appear to the 
average layman, aro beginning to din- 
tress tho younger brooa of our archi- 
tects. Many of thorn have boon to 
Europe, arm having seen the master- 
pieces of thoir art, are not content to 
settle down to designing furniture or 
counting bricks for the rest of thoir 
lives, but want to do something worthy 
of comparison with the average of the 
work of former times. Others have 
been about nt homo ransacking tho 
older towns of NowKngland, and Alary- 
land, and Virginia, for relics of colonial 
buildings, ana are sure that the beaded 
ceiling beams, hand-wrought sashes, 
and tiled flre-plaocs of preVUovolntlon- 
ary times aro good things in their wav 
and worthy of being reverently pirated, 
They all deem it essential to convert the 
public from its predilection for ovil 
ways of building, and as a neoessary 
preliminary to clear up thoir own ideas 
about tho better way. This is tho eauso 
that tho Architectural League has at 
heart. 


Ono of those veterans of tho profession 


now moves toward tho blackboard. A 
good dome-like top story to head, dis- 
orderly iron-gray hair; thiok eyebrows, 
sharp eyes; chocks massing with neck; 
quick and peremptory manner-por-; 
haps some of my readers may recognise 
him as a difficult person to deal with, 
and a stickler for tho rights of hifl art. 
The 
dozen or more drawings are 


brought to him for criticism. * * * 


In conclusion ho recapitulates tho 


faults and dangers of iron construction. 
Iron is liable to rust, costs much yearly 
for paint, And is affected by vibration to 
an extent that is as destructive as tho 
dry-rot in timber. Jt expands and eon- 
tracts with every ohango of temperature, 
making cracks and fractures unavoid- 
able when othormatcrial la u»od In con- 
nection with it; and It Ja tho occasion of 
peculiar dangers in ease of fire. Lastly, 
Its unfitnoss for receiving line form of 
any kind, large orsmall.makos tho pros- 
pect of an iron architecture over aris- 
ing a very small ono. 


The cheers with whloji this conclusion 


is received show that iron has nothing 
to hope for from tho young architects 
present.

Next to bring a bareback rider In n 


circus, tho small boy pants to bo a 
brakeman, so ho can sit on the wheel of 
a brake and chew tobacco while the 
train is running at full speed. The fact 
that a brakeman is often seen pegging 
broadcast over the land on a wooden 
log, 
or minus ono arm, often causes 


people to believe that ho is an. old sol- 
dier or has served a torm in a base-ball 
olub. 


There aro two kinds of brakemwn — 


tho passenger and freight. Tho passen- 
ger brakeman is a gvntleman of consid- 
erable leisure, ana by the nonchalant 
way in which ho comes through a oar 
and tramps on tho passengers' foot is 
often mistaken for the conductor. 


He docs not hitvr much else to do but 


slam doors, growl at the porter, and 
when tho train arrives at a station to 
yell "I'onooyah" when ho should say 
"Ponlachatoula."

Occurrences such as l.lic destruc- 
tion of the Hotel at Milwaukee, w i t h a 
loss of over a hundred lives, could not 
occur in any clvili/ed country hut tlui 
United Stato.s.

amusement, and churches ought to be 
protected again.st lire; but local govern- 
ment is so Incflioicnt in the United 
States that nowhere Ls the traveler so 
unsafe as within our borders.

Yesterday the Indians on Kancho 


Chico had lively sport in their "Hwcat- 
Jiou.se. 
A large crowd of people from 


town witnessed the. dancing. The .Dig- 
gers kept, up their horrid yells until lato 
in the night. This "sweat-house" Is 
built in the shape of a hill, or mound, 
an entrance being had iVom a hole, in 
the top. 
It is built of heavy lumber 


and covered with dirt. The air inside 
is almost Mining, hut I ho .Indians stay 
in the house, for several hours. Tho oc- 
casion of the demonstration was tho 
election of n miMlirino niivn, and tho In- 
dians were riggod out, in tholr bent dry 
goods. This election business with the 
Indians is conducted "on the square," 
tho best man, physically; taking tho 
office. 
There is no chance for casting 


illegal ballot, and they don't trlllo 
with n great register, flu; two appli- 
cants take their places in tho "sweat- 
house," and at n given signal they com- 
mence dancing. It Is not a graceful, 
gliding wait-/, but it is something after 
tho style of tho "Highland Ming," tho 
Indiana jumping and kicking until a 
pel-son would think they would fork 
thoiv limbs oil'. The fun commenced in 
the forenoon, and was not finished until 
midnight. 
Tho jumpers gave out sev- 


eral times and had to be rubbed and 
bathed by their friends, and Jinally one 
of the bucks quit, saying he had all ho 
could si and.
